WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) The real work on the 
tariff bill will commence tomorrow, 
when the bill will be read by sections 
and be open to amendment under the 
five-minute rule. From now on the 
bill will be in constant danger of 
amendment of the House Democratic 
leaders have urged upon all their col- 
leagues the absolute necessity of their 
continual presence until a final vote 
is taken. 

Chariman Wilson said: “It is of the 
utmost importance that every Demo- 
cratic member be present in the House 
from this time until the passage of the 
tariff bill. From this time forward 
actual voting on amendments will pro- 
ceed from day to day. It will be neces- 
sary to maintain a quorum, as the 
absence at any time of a sufficient 
number for a vote might involve the. 
loss of a day or two in the considera- 
tion of the bill. What is of more. con- 
sequence is that the amending of the 
bill be made while the friends of the 
measure and the majority of the House 
are present to express preferences, for 
it \would be most unfortunate if the 
amendments were made through the 
absence of a sufficiént number of Dem- 
ocratic members to prevent them; for 
tais reason it is essential that the 
Democratic majority should attend the 
sessions until the debate closes.” 

The committee amendments necessary 
to correct imperfections discovered in 
the bill will have the right-of-way. The 
bill will first be read in sections under 
special order, and thereafter be open 
to amendment in any part. The Demo- 
cratic members of the Ways and Means 


‘| Committee had a meeting this afternoon 


to decide upon amendments to be 
offered. The decision of the Demo- 
cratic members of the committee to re- 
port the income tax and other internal 
revenue features of the committee’s 
revenue plan as a separate measure re- 
moves one of the main dangers to the 
bill, as the opposition to the income tax 
feature was formidable. The fact that 
the proposition is not included in the 
bill will, it is thought, strengthen the 
attempt to remove .the sugar pounty 
and substitute in its stead a duty of 
it would raise $35,000,000 revenue, 
save $10,000,000 on sugar bounty 
1 cent on sugar. Should this be done 
and remove the necessity for and 
probably kill the income tax proposi- 
tion.

A prominent Democratic Senator said 
today that Secretary Carlisle would not 
allow the gold reeareve to fall below 
$50,000,000, and should the reserve be 
reduced nearly to that point before Con- 
gress acted Carlisle would immediately 
issue bonds. When this statement was 
shown to Senator Voorhees, chairman 
of the Finance Committee, he declined 
either to verify or deny it, only saying: 
“The Secretary of the Treasury has au- 
thority and disposition to protect the 
credit of the government and I have 
no doubt he will act promptly if 
emergency should _ arise.’’ Senator 
Voorhees does not deny the report 
that he is preparing a bill to meet the 
emergency, but this statement would

With reference to the opinion that a 
bill for bond issue cannot originate in 
the Senate, it can be stated that the 
lawyers of the Senate are generally of 
the opinion that it can originate there 
as Well as in the House.

The Fieming Brothers Overtaken in the 
Mountains of West Virginia—A Fierce 
Conflict—Two of the Pur- 
suers Wounded,

WESTON (W. Va.,) Jan. 14.—(By 
the Asociated Press.) Information was 
received here this afternoon of the 
apprehension of Calvert and Hennol 
Fleming, two notorious outlaws, for 
whom the State of Virginia offers a 
reward of $2000 and the county $900. 
They are charged with having com- 
mitted five different murders and 
several highway robberies. 

The Fleming brothers have been fugi- 
tives from justice for a long time. 
They successfully evaded the officers 
and made their way overland to Boggs, 
in- the mountains of West Virginia, 
where they believed themselves safe. 
On Saturday evening they stopped at 
the store of John Boggs. The outlaws 
had been traced to this neighborhood 
by four officers from Virginia, who 
were seeking to make an arrest. 
While the Flemings were engaged in 
making purchases at the store the 
officers came in and demanded an im- 
mediate surrender, but the desperadoes 
resisted arrest and opened fire. 

The shots were returned by the offi- 
cer and a fierce conflict ensued. Calvert 
Fleming was killed outright and his 
brother Hennon was mortally wounded 
with three shots in the left breast. He 
is still alive, but cannot recover. Two 
officers, John H. Branham and “Doc” 
Swannell, are seriously wounded. The 
injuries of the former are considered 
fatal and Swannell’s’ condition is 
doubtful. 


BED OF FIRE. 


A Pennsylvanian Loses His Life at Clifton, 
WwW. Va. 

POMEROY, (O.) Jan. 14.—(By the 
Associated Press.) A dead man was 
found in a bed of burning cinders at 
Clifton, W. Va., yesterday. He is 
thought to be Henry Waltonbrinck of 
Coal Valley, Alleghany county, Pa., 
and that he was suffocated by gas, 
having fallen into the fire while going 
to the ferry. 

This bed of fire Is on the site of the 
old Clifton Nailworks and is an acre 
in extent and sixteen feet thick, with 
a thin crust, through which the flames 
burst out and light up the town at 
night.

gent admiral. It was to the effect that 
the long-expected and much-needed re- 
inforcements from Santa Catharina are 
unlikely to give anything like prompt 
assistance to their fellow-insurgents 
now in Rio Harbor. It now looks as if 
the revolutionary leaders at’ Santa 
Catharina would be unable to lend any 
aid to Admiral Gama. The serious ill- 
ness of Mello on board the Republica, 
has had an apparently disastrous ef- 
fect upon the insurgent forces in the 
southern part of the republic. 

In Rio Grande do Su' the insurgents 
have raised the siege of Bage and have 
left the city in triumphant possession 
of the government garrison. In a num- 
ber of other engagements the revolu- 
tionists suffered defeat and many Mello 
men were wounded or killed. Unless 
Mello recovers and is able by his pres- 
ence to reanimate his men the outlook 


for the insurgents is very dark indeed., 


Discontent is said to prevail to a large 
extent in the ranks and desertions are 
said to be numerous. Fever is also 
Unless 
something is quickly done, Mello will 
lose fully one-half his entire force in 
the south. 

It is very probable that this news 
will lead to greater activity than ever 
on the part of Peixotto and that a bat- 
tle between the troops and insurgent 
squadron and the forts of a decisive 
character will be fought within a very 
short time. The inhabitants of Rio are 
heartily tired of war and the epidemic 
now raging here makes the desire for 
peace all the stronger on the part of 
citizens generally.

ITALIAN RIOTERS. 


Disturbances Caused by the Mobilizing of 
Troops for Sicily. 

CARRARA, Jan. 14.—(By Cable and 
Associated Press.) An armed band 
of discontented citizens barricaded the 
main road to Massa di Carrara and 
attacked a mounted patrol of gendarmes 
They next stormed the customs bar- 
racks and disarmed the officials. Two 
gendarmes were killed and another 
wounded. 

Reinforcements have been sent to 
Carrara. Before the rioters barricaded 
the main road they formedin several 
bands and paraded. After terrorizing 
the district they finally united.-~ The 
disturbances arose from the mobilizing 
of some reserves to proceed to Sicily. 
Bands of workmen, instigated by An- 
archists, paraded through the streets 
of the city uttering seditious cries. A 
small body of troops attempted to. stop 
them and a fight ensued. An officer, 
earbiner and civilian were killed and 
another carbineer and feur civilians 
wounded. 

The mob reassembled later and at- 
tacked the customs barracks, disarmed 
the officials and then ‘marched along 
the road to Massa di Carrara and 
erected another barricade. The car- 
bineers interfered and were wounded. 
Reinforcements are anxiously awaited 
from Leghorn and Pisa. 

PERFECT SECURITY.

RAILWAY BUILDING. 


A Year of Comparatively Small 
Railroad Construction. 


Track Laid During the Year 1893 in all the 
States and Territories—The Total , 
Mileage Aggregates 2630 
Miles. 


The following is from the Railroad 
Age and Northwestern Railroader of 
December 29: 

The year now closing having been 
memorable as a year of financial 
ealamity has naturally also been a 
period of comparatively small railway 
building. The country is not by any 
means yet supplied with all needed rail- 
ways. Many hundreds of practicable 
lines have been projected and will 
eventually be built, but capital has 
learned that railway investments afe 
beset with many dangers and uncer- 
tainties, and*so when hard times come 
new enterprises of this kind are among 
the first to suffer from inability to raise 
money. Although it was evident 
before 1893 opened that the pace of 
preceding years would not be main- 
tained in railway building, yet work 
was soon in progress on a sufficient 
number of lines to make it probable 
that the year's total of new track 
would reach 3000 or 3500 miles. But the 
July panic put a sudden stop to a 
number of lines on which work had 
been actively progressing, and caused 
serious delay in others, so that the 
end of the year finds many unfinished 
lines, on which much work has been 
done, and leaves the total of new 
mileage less than for any twelve 
months in the last seventeen years. 
Our records show that the new main 
track laid in the United States in 1893 
ageregates 2630 miles on 222 lines in 
forty-three of the Stat and Territo- 
ries; also that in Canad@ 461 miles have 
been built on sixteen lines, and in 
Mexico ninety-nine miles on five lines. 
The summary for the different States 
is as follows:

The wide distribution of these 2630 
miles of new track is noteworthy. 
Only five of our States and Territories 
—Vermont, Connecticut, Delaware, 
Nevada and Indian Territory—show no 
addition whatever, but several of the 
States added from only one to five 
miles each, and the entire 222 lines 
give an average of less than twelve 
miles to each road. Pennsylvania 
leads with 399 miles on forty-five lines, 
followed by Florida with 212 miles on 
nine miles; North Dakota, 194 miles on 
two lines; Georgia, 173 miles on seven 
lines; Texas, 166 miles on ten lines; 
Ohio, 146 miles on seven lines, etc. In 
respect to greatest total mileage the 
order of the States is not materially 
changed, Illinois still standing at the 
head, with 10,427 miles, Pennsylvania 
is second with 9558 miles and Texas 
third with 9206 miles. 

The new mileage of 1893 is less by 
about 2000 miles than that of either of 
the two preceding years and is much 
smaller than that of any year since 
1878, when the total was only 2679 
miles. But in the four hard years from 
1874 to 1877 inclusive the _ additions 
were still less, going as low ‘as to 
1111 in 1875. The lowest point reached 
since 1878 was in 1885, when only 3131 
miles were built, but in the following 
year the new mileage leaped to 8128 
miles and in 1887 it reached the extra- 
ordinary total of about 13,000 miles. 
Notwithstanding the great falling off 
in activity in the last four or five years, 
the past ten years have seen an ad- 
ition of 56,398 miles, or an average of 
about 5640 miles a year, while in the 
twenty years since 1873 no less than 
107,585 miles were built, the average in- 
crease being 5379 miles per year. 

The present railway mileage of the 
United States, according to our record, 
is 177,858 miles. It will require-only an 
average increase of 3164 miles for the 
next seven years to bring the total at 
the beginning of the year 1900 to 200,000 
miles, while if the rate of the last 
twenty years is averaged the total 


will be over 215,000 miles. In view 
of the immense area of our 
country which is still to be sup- 


plied with railways is seems hardly 
possible that any year in the near 
future will show so small a construc- 
tion record as 1893. There are enter- 
prises already under way sufficient to 
greatly increase this figure for 1894 
if only ordinary ‘commercial conditions 
again prevail, and legislative harrass- 
ment of railway investments is sus- 
pended.

.-Lynching of Three Men in 
Kansas. | 


J. G. Burton, William and Joha 
a8 Gay Hanged. 


Taken by a Mob from the Jail at 
Russell. 


They Were Accused of the Murder of Fred 
Dinning—Young Gay Charged Burton 
With the Crime—Shots for 
the Strangling. 


Telerran The Timer 

RUSSELL (Kan.,) Jan. 14.—(By the 
Associated Press.) Last night a mob 
of about twenty men entered the jail, 
took out J. G. Burton, William Gay 
and his” son, John Gay, and hanged 
the trio to a small railroad bridge, a 
short distance east of the -depot, be- 
tween the hours of 1 and 2 o’clock. About 
midnight residents of the north part 
of town heard a party of fifteen to 
twenty horsemen come in from the 
north, who left the horses at the stock- 
yards, where their plans were arranged. 
The mob then proceeded to the jail. 

A few citizens who happened to be 
out late noticed the suspicious actions 
of the mob, but were powerless to 
thwart their purpose, and watched the 
proceedings from a safe distance. No 
officers were aroused, or were even 
aware what was going on until early 
this morning, so quiet were the actions 
of the mob. The orders were given by 
signs, and were obeyed without a word 
being spoken. In the jail were two steel 
cells, in ‘which the prisoners were con- 
fined. Guards were placed about the 
jail, and it was but the work of a mo- 
ment for the balance of the mob to 
gain an entrance. ; 

About this time, Burton gave a few 
loud yells and asked what was ‘wanted 
vith him. The masked mob began tc 
break the locks with sledge-hammers 
Burton was the first one taken out, anc 
was proceeded with to the spot selectac 
for the lynching, and was left unde: 
guard, the balance of the party re. 
turning and joining the guards watch 
ing the jail. The two Gays were then 
marched to the bridge, where Burto: 


were placed 


around their necks, and each was given 
a chance to speak. 

Burton said he could tell lots about 
his connections with stealing cattle. 
selling whisky and other things, bu: 
When asked to tell about the Dinning 
murder, replied: ‘‘No, sir.’ Young Gay 
made a prayer, and said Burton haé 
killed Dinning with an axe. Old map 
Gay stated: ‘“‘We were led into this.” 
The leader then clapped his hand threc 
times, and, quick as a flash, all thre« 
were pushed off the bridge. 

The Gays evidently died of strangu- | 
lation, but the noose on Burton’s nech 
slipped around up over his chin, and 
he was heard to breathe heavily for a 
moment when several shots were fired 
into his body. Each of the others also 
had a bullet sent into him. The mob 
then left as. quietly as it came. going 
north. 

The crime for which the men were 
lynched was the killing of Fred Dinning 
in July last, on the Burton place, about 
twenty miles north of this place. 


CROKER’S CONFESSION. 


The New York Boss Trembles as the Light is 
Turned On. 

(Harper’s Weekly:) Croker has 
taken the public into his confidence. 
He asks his assailants to prove that 
the charges against him are true. 
hoping that the evidence, whose ex- 
istence no one knows better than he 
will not be forthcoming. iIt is evident. 
however, that he is uncertain and dis- 
turbed; that the hope is not born of 
confidence. He is badly frightened 
and he has reason to be. The evidence 
against him and his pals will come 
forth when it is properly and authori- 
tatively bidden. Croker must realize 
that his power is ready to disintegrate 
and that the pretorians are murmur- 
ing to one another that they are not 
receiving their share of the plunder. 
He must be suspicious of some who 
have been nearest to him, for he knows 
that he has forfeited whatever claim 
he may once have had to their grati- 
tude, and that he has aroused resent- 
ment and jealousy among those who 
are the possessors of dangerous secrets. 
His defiance of his accusers betrays 
the tremor of alarm. He calls for 
proof in a quaking voice, and he 
hastens to, hide some of his wealth, of 
which he has_ heretofore made an 
ostentatious display, behind suggested 
mortgages. 

Throughout the interview Croker 
does not forget that he is the power 
that rules the city. It is “‘I’’ who feels 
whatever responsibility for any wrong 
is involved in granting to the Broad- 
way railroad the right to change its 
motive power. It is “I’® who is inter- 
ested in giving the city better transit 
methods. It is ‘I’ who supported the 
great Huckleberry grab in the annexed 
district. It is “I’’ who has not yet 
determined whether or not to permit 
the annexation of New York anda 
Brooklyn and the adjoining territory 
for the making of a greater New 
York. It is “‘I’’ who defies his enemies 
to prove that his police department 
blackmails vice. It is “I’’ who should 
be turned out of place if the city gov- 
ernment of New York is corrupt. 
Finally, it is “I’’ who courts investiga- 
tion such as the Fassett Committee 
indulged in, and which tended to 
more securely .fasten the grasp of 
public criminals ‘upon the victimized 
metropolis. 


SEA-GOING RED MEN. 


A Tribe of Red Men Who Own Vessels That 
Can fail to Japan. 

(Port Townsend letter in Seattle Tel- 
egraph:) The Makah tribe of Indians 
of Neah Bay are making great prepara- 
tions for their regular annual fishing 
and whaling cruise. The young men of 
the tribe have been accustomed for 
years to cruise on the ocean twenty or 
thirty miles from Cape Fiattery, boldly 
attacking whales, fur seals and sea 
lions, catching halibut, the several va- 
rieties of cod, salmon and rock fish, all 
of which abound in great numbers 
about the.cape. It was in 1862 that the 
government established a reservation 
and agency at Neah Bay, under charge 
of Henry Webster. The Makahs are 
not an agricultural tribe. They are en- 
tirely self-supporting, receiving only 
about $400 a year from the government 
for educational purposes entirely. They 
derive all of their subsistence from the 
ocean. They have been encouraged. to 
procure a larger class of vessels than 
the canoes oftheir ancestors, and they 
have been allowed to own and com- 
mand vessels capable of making voy- 
ages to distant seas In pursuit of their 


'voeation of sealing, whaling and fish- 


ing. 

‘In 1860 sealing schooners fitst com-' 
menced to take these Indians with their 
cansves to the sealing-grounds, and they 
thus acquired a knowledge of the supe-

JACKSONVILLE, Jan. 14.--(By the 
Associated bicss.) Another rumor is 
‘urrent as to the methoa the Duval 
Club will pursue in preventing the Gov- 
*rner from interfering with the Cor- 
bett-Mitchell contest. It is conceded 
that the means employed by Gov. 
Mitchell, should he decide to stop the 
‘ontest, will be to order the Sheriff to 
inform the executive that the county 
authorities will be unable to cope with 
the threatened disturbagcg and that 
the aid of militia is necessury. It is 
rumored, however, that a day or so be- 
fore the contest the Duval Club will 
apply to Judge Call of the Circuit 
Court for an,injunction restraining the 
Sheriff from interfering in any way 
with the contest. If the injunction is 
tranted it wilF be impossible for the 
sovernor to act, as, by tne laws of 
lorida, he is not empowered to order 
out the militia without a call from the 
Sheriff of the county. . 

The Duval Club’s argument will be 
that a county solicitor refused to in- 
troduce evidence against Corbett and 
Mitchell when they were arrested for 
arranging a glove contest, and that 
such contest is, therefore, not illegal, 
and that the Duval Club has a large 
amount of money invested which will 
be lost should the contest be prevented. 
It is believed the injunction will be 
granted on these grounds, but there 
are other reasons why the club is con- 
fident of attaining such an end. Sev- 
eral years ago, when Judge Call was 
County Solicitor, a case similar to the 
Corbett-Mitchell case was before the 
court and he nolle prossed it on the 
ground that there was no law against 
such an affair. It is not known that 
his opinion has since changed.

Only Force Can Restore the Monarchy in 

Hawaii. 

J. F. Brannan, who for thirteen years 

t has been manager of the Spreck- 
els plantations at Hawaii, arrived in 
the city yesterday on a short visit, com- 
ing directly from the islands. Mr. 
Brannan was seen by a Times re 
shortly after he reached his hotel, and 
when questioned as to the feeling and 
condition of affairs at Honolulu, ex- 
pressed his opinion in a few brief sen- 
tences. 

“The provisional government,” he 
said, “according to my way of think- 
ing, will stand. The natives are nearly 
all in favor of annexation to the United 
States, and the foreign population— 
Americans I mean—decidedly so. The 
deposed Queen will never be put back 
on the throne. If the United States or 
Grover Cleveland attempts to put her 
back, there will be bloodshed, sure. Of 
course if Uncle Sam starts in to force 
the monarchy again on the people, he 
can do it, but not without meeting with 
a great deal of resistance and causing 
a considerable loss of life. 

‘In Honolulu today there are about 
twelve thousand Americans and twenty- 
five thousand natives, and the majority 
of these are in favor of the existing 
government.”

It 
was self-evident that all efforts united 
would be much more effective than if 
they were exercised separately. The 
people managing the Associated Chari- 
ties were not only spending their time 
in affording physical relief, but were 
endeavoring to stimulate and encour- 
age those whom they assisted or were 
the means of assisting. 

Some might like to have fine resi- 
dencés, some fine turnouts, and some 
their fine clothes, but the man who 
could feel within himself that the 
world was better for his having lived 
in it, would feel the more truly happy. 
It would be a disgrace if some one in 
this beautiful city of Los Angeles were 
to starve to death during this night, 
yet it might not be impossible that it 
was happening. There were those who, 
because of their pride, would suffer 
rather than make their wants known, 
and where friends would gladly help 
them did they but know their true con- 
dition.

THE CITY COUNCIL. 


Some of the Business [hat Will Come Up — 


Today 

Aside from the regular business to 
come up in the City Council today, 
there are one or two matters that may 
be brought up which will probably 
One of these is the 
acceptance of the bid of T. W. Young 
for the construction of a sewer in the: 
Hill-street district, laid over from. last 
week, and the other is the petition of 
Frick Bros. for payment for the tim- 
bers used in the construction of their 
section of the outfall sewer. Since it 
has become known that Mackey & 
Young have been paid for the timber 
uséd in their tunnel section, the amount 
being some $1900, the other contractors 
who were compelled to use timber ip 
the work, and for which they figured 
in their original estimates, are not 
averse to picking up the addtional 
profit which a kind providence and @ 
generous Council has thrown in their 
way. If all the timbers are paid for, 
the contractors will be something like 
$6000 better off, while the city will be 
just that amount out of pocket without 
any compensating advantages to show 
for it. It is true that the superinten- 
dent of construction recommended that 
the timbers be left in the excavation 
as an additional protection for the 
“green work’’ in the arch of the tunnel, 
and that on this recommendation 
Mackey & Young secured a supple- 
mental contract, allowing pay for t 
same. The peculiar feature about th 
matter is, why the timbers were neces- 
sary in the Mackey & Young section 
and were not necessary in the others, 
at least no other recommendations 
were made and no supplemental con- 
tracts drawn up. 
that the City Engineer did not fayor 
the plan of allowing the timbers to te- 
main in the excavation, taking the 
ground that, instead. of this adding to 
the strength of the work, it was a posi- 
tive weakness, for the reason that every 
six or seven feet an extra strain was 
put upon the pipe, and that there was 
more danger of breaking through at 
those points. 

Opinion in the Council is divided. 
It is conceded that a bad break has 
been made and a bad precedent set, 
but just how to get out of the hole is 
the question with them. As one of the 
members said, that body must either 
admit that a mistake was made in pay- 
ing Mackey & Young, or they must 
pay the others, supplemental contracts 
or no contracts, for if one man was 


justly entitled to the money the others 
were, and it is on this question that ~ 


the debate may take place, unless to 
stop talk some agreement is reached in 
private.

“I felt perfectly safe on the railroads 
in Europe,’’ said Chauncey M. Depew, 
president of the New York Central, 
“dn relating to the New York World 
some incidents of his foreign experi- 
ences, “The express-trains ran twelve 
miles an hour. I had to be home by 
Christmas, and so did not try the 
locals. “As an,experienced railway man, 
I knew there was no fear of overtaking 
anything for a rear-end collision, and 
one head-on would ohly result in a 
gentle jar. Labor is cheap, and time is 
of no account. A bridge over a small 
stream near ancient Capua, where Han- 

ibal’s legions were demoralized -by 

uxury, had broken down, landing a 
locomotive and two cars in a ravine. 
I passed over four days later. The 
wreck was still in the ditch undis- 
turbed, but about a hundred women, 
with their light-colored shawls, carry- 
ing on their heads a half-bushel basket 
fill of earth, were gaily tripping to and 
fiom the sand bank and the crevasse, 
filing it up. No steam shovel was 
there for the minimum of labor and 
the maximum of speed. The conditions 
deplored by recent writers on 
the suffering. entailed by inventions 
and machinery.. were thoroughly re- 
lieved. 

“During the World's Fair at Chicago 
the leading officers of all the European 
railways came over. They were pro- 
vided with credentials from their min- 
isters of interior or of railroads of their 
respective countries, sometimes certi- 
fied to.be genuine by their ambassadors 
at Washington. They used to file into 
my office accompanied by their consuls 
in New York. We passed them on to 
Chicago and return, sleeping-car and 
all, as did all the other lines. After 
paying 4 cents a mile for all my trips 
I thought I would test the continental 
idea of reciprocity of courtesies. So I 
made myself known and the destina- 
tion. The officers met me at the station 
with warm protestations of their treat- 
ment in America and extended their 
hospitalities. One franc to a porter 
would, under ordinary circumstances, 
have put my trunk on the car, but I 
would not give the special assistants 
assigned me by the management less 
than 5 francs each. Then I discovered 
that the courtesy consisted of reserving 
for me a first-class compartment, to be 
had alone, and my paying the usual 
fare and extras.”

Santa Monica appears just now to pre- 
sent a case of jure’ and “de facto’’ 
office holding which, while lacking in in- 
tensity the interest centered upon the 
precedent care of Presidents, as main- 
tained by Gov. Tilden’s partisans in the 
late seventies, is yet occasioning some 
speculation. It will be remembered that 
the Trustees, at a meeting some weeks 
since, declared a vacancy in the office of 
City Recorder. That was all the records 
showed; that a vacancy had been de- 
clared. Justice Twitchell was at the time 
the regular appointed Recorder. No an- 
nouncement of. reasons for his decapita- 
tion was promulgated. 
meeting of the board, an ordinance passed 
revising the Recorder’s fee bill. t the 
same meeti Justice J. A. Willis was 
elected Recorder. 

Meantime, the Trustees held no official 
communication with the de Recorder, 
and the records of the office remained in 
his possession.

BURGLARS CAUGHT.
